Washington — C/P) — The 'farmer 


has turned to modern science for 
solutions of his humus problems. 


Experiments by H. W. Warner of 


the National Fertilizer association 
are declared to prove that "an arifi- 
cial humus can be made froni leaves, 
grass cuttings, weeds 'and 
othi-r 


waste materials of vegetable "origin. 
The process is inexpensive and avail- 
able to every person who tills land. 


Last year Warner planted rye, as 


late as November, as a base for his 
artificial products. By the following 
April he had several inches of top 
growth which he cut and piled With 
various farm and garden wastes. -Be- 
tween the layers and on top of the 
pile he sprinkled a. commercial pre- 
paration known as "Adco," or.- in 
lieu of that, a mixture of ammon- 
ium sulphate and fine sround lime- 
stone. and kept the pile moist. In 
short time he had a wellrotted com- 
position, which he plowed into the 
soil with good results. 


Manufacturers of fertilizer alw-ays 


have recognized the importance of 
humus in the soil. They describe It 
as soil "life." Plant food may be 
obtained in numerous commercial 
forms, but humus alone has kept 
he land in good physical condition.

INVESTIGATE CAMPAIGNS 
The assembly has voted unanimous- 


Iy\for a resolution calling for an inves- 
tigation by a committee of three as- 
semblymen and two senators, apppint- 
ed by the presiding officers of the two 
houses, to investigate all campaign ex- 
penditures and practices since the year 
1924. The proposal-is- now before the 
senate. We think it should be adopted. 
The ex-parte and prejudiced assaults 
upon the campaign of Gov. Kohler in- 
vite an unrestricted inquiry which will' 
include all factions, parties and candi- 
dates. 


The persecution of Mr. Kohler has 


been utterly without principle. 
The 


complaints against him are petty and 
trivial. They involve no disregard of 
law of any consequence whatsoever, 
and are brought by a griJup of politi- 
cians fighting to preserve the existence 
of a machine that up to this time has 
been all-powerful. They are no more 
concerned about the purity and hon- 
esty of elections than they are about 
making people religious. Their mo- 
tives are selfish and personal. 


If we are to have any investigation 


of political practices it ought to be 
comprehensive and cover the whole 
ground for a sufficient period of years 
to show just what has been done. 
In 


our opinion, the practices of the ele- 
ment which Iras been persecuting 
Gov. Kohler will be found on fair in- 
vestigation to be reprehensible and be- 
yond defense. They may not be and 
doubtless are not criminal, but 'they 
involve the use of office for perpetua- 
tion of power and machine control that 
is entirely subversive of free and 
democratic government. 


There probably has never been a 


candidate for governor who has gone 
into office with cleaner skirts than 
Walter J. Kohler. It will be a good 
thing to know how some of the other 
campaigns have been conducted. 


A FISHERMEN'S SCHOOL 


The "down east" fisherman is pop- 


ularly supposed to know all there is to 
know about his own particular calling, 
and sending such a person to a school 
to learn 'scientific fishery practices 
sounds a good deal like a joke. 


It's being done, however, and its no 


joke at all. Nineteen fishermen are 
now attending a six weeks course at 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, under the direc- 
tion ofithe Biological Board of Canada. 
They are being taught how to run 
their jobs scientifically—the best \vay 
to preserve pickled fish, how to care 
for and operate a gasoline motor, how 
to use the great science of navigation, 
and so on. This sort of thing will make 
them more efficient in their age-old 
tasks—which means, of course, that 
they will get more money for the same 
amount of work. 


The old ways aren't apt to be the 


best, even if they have stood the test of 
time. Modern science can give a few 
good tips to almost any profession. 


THE WILD HOG PASSETH 
The wild razorback hog, for years 


one of the most striking bits of animal 
life in the state of Arkansas, is appar- 
ently on the verge of extinction. 


Students at the University of Arkan- 


sas plan to present a razorback to the 
undergraduate who is heM to ha>e 
done the most for the university dur- 
ing the present school year. When 
they adopted this plan they figured 
that getting the porker would be the 
least of their troubles. But now they 
are finding that the razorback is by no 
means as common as he used to be. 


Accordingly, a bulletin 
from 
the 


uimersity's news bureau »ajs lliat 
the students arc going to make a state- 
wide search for a razorback. Time was 
when these wild hogs were so plentiful 
as to be a veritable nuisance—but that 
time has passed. Arkansas is no longer 
a backwoods state.

BORROWING FOR 


SPECULATING 


Federal Reserve board an- 


nourices.that it is going to place rigid 
restrictions on loans for stock specula- 
tion. It will do this by measures which 
tend to discourage borrowing by mem- 
ber banks from the twelve reserve 
banks far the use of stock speculators. 


We'think tfce,country will apprqve 


this actio'tf. The state of the stock mar- 
ket for ttipriths past, fyas^ been disturb- 
ing rather'than stimulating. 
It has 


long since passed the point of reason 
or restraint. It'has degenerated into a 
regular Monte Carlo gambling propo- 
sition.tThe stocks have been bid up to 
prices way beyond their true value in 
disregard of all sound investment prac- 
tices. ' 


As long as credit is easy to obtain 


the gambling is going 'to increase in 
recklessness. Those who are in deep 
wilf-gcrin deeper and those who have 
large paper profits wijl eventually frit- 
ter them away. The whole structure 
rests on insecure foundations, and a 
crash mfy come at any time. It is in- 
consistent"-and dangerous to permit the 
absorption of so much money into 
purely speculative channels. It raises 
the price of money and discourages its 
trse for legitimate business enterprise, 
creates a condition of uncertainty and 
false enthusiasm and is altogether un- 
healthy. 


In order to make its rules effective 


the Federal Reserve board will have 
to have the sincere cooperation of both 
reserve and member banks. The banks 
ought to give this cooperation by Scru- 
tinizing carefully every loan and im- 
mediately restricting credit where ft is 
being misused for stock speculation. 
Action of this kind may 3vert financial 
and commercial disaster. 


ORIENTAL ILLITERACY 


There is said to be a growing feeling 


in Japan that the time has come to 
adopt a'new and simple alphabet. The 
Japanese have been interested in Pres- 
ident Kemal's success in giving Tur- 
key an improyed alphabet. They feel 
that their own "ever-increasing contact 
with Occidental nations makes it im- 
perative that they have a simpler writ- 
ing system. 


At present Japanese is written in a 


combination of Chinese 
ideographs 


and phonetic syllables peculiar to Ja- 
pan. 
rlt' requires knowledge of about 


3,000 of thesetharacters to read news- 
papers easily. This is naturally dis- 
couraging to general, popular liter- 
acy. China has already started simpli- 
fying her characters with a set of 
phonetic symbols. Ability to read is 
spreading rapidly because of this. 


An'editorial in the Japanese news- 


paper, the Osaka Mainichi, points out 
that the Occidental nations have en- 
joyed an advantage over Oriental 
peoples because of their simpler writ- 
ing systems, making the diffusion of 
knowledge comparatively easy. This 
enthusiasm for simplified alphabets is' 
likely to spread throughout the Orient. 
It should" be a fine --thing for East and 
West both. 


SCHOOLS AND CRIME 


The American public school system 


—pride of the nation for many years 
—is really a great recruiting ground 
for our steadily increasing army of 
criminals, according to an article in 
the February North American Re\iew 
by Justice Samuel D. Levy of the 
New York City Children's Court. 


Justice Levy explains it thus: Fully 


2.000,000 
children 
in 
our public 


schools, a tenth of the total enroll- 
ment, are below normal mentally. Giv- 
en special attention, nearly all of these 
could be developed into useful citizens. 
But since the ordinary school makes 
little provision for them, they fall be- 
hind in their classwork. are dubbed 
"dummy" by their school fellows, and 
rapidly develop anti-social attitudes 
that later lead many of them into crim- 
inal pursuits. 


The remecty. as lie sees it, is the es- 


tablishment of ungraded schools in 
which such children could be educated

"What do" you do? Are you able 


to join in'' Or do you try to swing 
the conveisation to base ball7 


"A knowledge of books is a real 


necessity in business and social life. 
"Wherever you go, people say, 'Have 
you read this7' 'How do you like So- 
and-So?' 


"In order to help busv men and 


women keep well-read, the Blank 
Blank Magazine got together a group 
of famous literary folk and asked 
them to write for Blank Blank, an 
interesting illustrated weekly maga- 
zine " 


There 
is no 
doubt about 
the 


shrewdness 
of the 
advertisement. 


Very probably it was effective and 
did what the writer of the advertise- 
ment wanted it to do. It probably 
caused large numbers of people who 
wish to have the appearance of cul- 
ture even when they lack the reality 
to subscribe for Blank Blank Maga- 
zine 


But it is a good deal as if a church 


should advertise: "Don't you now. 
that religion is a great asset in your 
business7 
If you join the church 


you have a better chance to be a 
success as a doctor or a lawyer or a 
merchant. 
Church 
membership 


stemps you as a responsible citizen 
It will greatly increase your custom- 
ers or- clients. Therefore -be wlsecand 


church "for 


your own good." 


The two cases are almost analog- 


ous. This might be good advertis- 
ing but the chances are it would be 
highly repugnant to all sincere peo- 
ple. 
No matter that some people 


read books for no other reason than 
those given in the advertisement and 
no matter that some join a church 
for no other reason than the one set 
forth ill the supposititious advertise- 
ment. 
Even Elmer Gantry would 


have been too sensitive to publish 
that kind of a church advertisement 
m all seriousness in responsible mag- 
azines. But the great book maga- 
zine in question had no such scru- 
ples. 
The Babbitt appeal was so 


blatantly set forth that it must have 
turned away from the magazine some 
sensitive readers who had formerly 
been its friends. 


For the curious fact about .this •ad- 


vertisement is that it is not an. ap- 
peal made by a cheap publication but 
by one that is known for its nature 
and cultivated judgments in regard 
to books. It looks as if the editors 
delegated the job of •writing an ad- 
vertisement to a person who had 
been trained to making appeals for 
shaving soaps and automobile tires 
and who transferred his technique to 
the field of literature, tinder the im- 
pression that the thing that goes in 
one field will also go In another. 


He does not seem to have known 


that the dreariest of all persons ara 
the one who have no spontaneous 
interest In books and then try to 
talk about them. Anybody is usually 
dull about things that do not inter* 
est him. Why should anyone talk 
about "Trader Horn" or H. I*. Men- 
cken' Why not frankly talk about 
baseball, if that is your line of in- 
terest, or dogs or prize fights? Th^ 
kind of. talk about books that the 
magazine advertisement appeals for 
is worse 
than wasted breath; re 


wears out the nerves of those who 
have to listen to it.

Play Poker, Judge Says

San Francisco — Though experts 


drawing to a bob-tailed flush or a 
straight open at both ends may con- 
tend to the contrary, the pastime of 
dra.. poker stands today in this "city 
ihat know hov" In the category of 
a game of chance and not of skill. 


Even though there may be court 


precedents to the contrary, Police 
Judge Daniel S. O'Brien holds that 
playing poker for stakes Is a form of 
gambling, and six proprietors of "so- 
cial" clubs whom he has sentenced 
:o pay fines of $250 each do not ques- 
ion the decision, 
though through 


heir attorney they are planning to 
appeal the first convictions obtained 
n a local drive by citizen*- and police 
against gambling. 


San Francisco has two ordinances 


ouching these test cases In the anti- 
gambling campaign. 
One prohibits 


he Claying of poker in public places, 
he other prohibits the operation of 
gambling houses. It has been con- 
ended that poker, being a contest of 
kill, can be played any place but in 
iublic, but Judge O'Brien in convict- 
ng the six club proprietors ruled diff- 
erently, and the attorney for the 


six men did not. In demanding a new 
trial, bring up this contention. 


The question to be taken before a 


higher court will not be, as was ex- 
pected, whether 
playing: poker is 


gambling but whether Incorporated 
"social" clubs, such as those being 
raided here by thp police are private 
premises or are gambling houses and 
as such prohibited by the city or- 
dinance.

place until Chinese statutes are 
revamped so that the modern world 
can read and understand them.

P. Chiu, 22; T. J. Huang, 23, and 
Semon V. K. Foo, 25, all holding 
degrees of A.B. and 
I.L.D. from 


the Comparitive law school

China. 


At the present time Chinas laws 


are but a tangled mass of statutes 
covered with the dust of antiquity.

of China 


intend to

after a study of the eating habits of 
750 Jlarjland families. 


His dietary investigation, under- 


taken to find out what families in 
all walks of life actually eat and 
how their food selections compare 
with their needs, disclosed an almost 
universal deficiency of Mtamin C 


Since absence of this vitamin from 


the diet is known to cause scurvy, 
which first becomes evident in the 
mouth, he has advanced a theory 
that many common diseases of the 
mouth, gums, teeth and upper intes- 
tines are in reality the same thing 
in a mild form. 


This situation, he believes, could 


ye helped by general consumption of 
greater quantities of raw foods and 
eating of proper amounts of potatoes 
and tomatoes, the only foods in which 
vitamin C. is not practically destroy- 
ed by cooking.

ets, he says, shows that the oth'T 
two most important vitamins, A and 
B, are fairly well taken care of, 
since they are not greatly damaged 
by cooking. A Is the vitamin whioli 
stimulates growth and functions in 
keeping the secretions of the glands 
up to normal while B is best known 
as vital to the health of the nervous 
system.

mitted to some of their most primi- 
tive rites. 


Voodoo, a name to make the blood 


run cold, is the religion of the black 
Haitians, practices with all the sav- 
age, darkly mysterious, and terrible 
accompaniments that have always 
made it a thing of dread and horor. 
By methods which he describes In 
detail Mr. Seabrook gained access 
eventually to some of the initiatory 
ceremonies and saw there scenes and 
practices such as no white man prob- 
ably has ever witnessed before. 


From Louis, his black yard-boy In 


Port-au-Prince, whom he hired short- 
ly after reaching the island, the au- 
thor got his first direct hint of the 
world of marvels which surrounded 
him In 
this "magic island." 
"I 


learned from Louis that we white 
strangers in this twentieth-century 
city, with our electric lights and mo- 
tor cars, bridge games and cocktail 
parties, were surrounded by anothpr 
world invisible—a world In which 
—a man lay dying within shouting 
distance of mv own house and from 
no mortal illness, but berause an 
old -woman in Leogane sat slowly un- 
winding the thread wrapped round a 
wooden doll made In his image." 


It would be a mistake to suggest 


that "The Magic Island" is entirely 
about Voodoo, it Is not. The author 
describes In a very vivacious and en- 
tertaining manner the more normal 
but pleasantly exciting and colorful 
phases of island life. He even gives 
some space to the American forces of 
occupation (Haiti has been under 
American protection since 1915). He 
is mainly concerned, however, with 
ferreting out the secrets of one of 
the oldest and most mysterious forms 
of pagan superstition in the world. 


Among the more interesting chap- 


ters not directly on Voodoo Is the 
one on "The King of La Gonave." 
This man "who would be king" was 
P Pennsylvania farmer boy named 
Wirkus, who had risen to the rank 
of top sergeant in the Marine Corps 
He was commissioned a lieutenant of 
srendarmerle and at his own request 
left on La Gonave. an island forty 
miles long, adjacent to Haiti but set- 
tled by the descendants of runaway 
slaves, and considered "one of the 
most primitive and untouched by 
civilization in the whole West In- 
dies." Here Lieutenant Wirkus rules
